Treated and released, Coroner 
Elm er M. Gibbons said, were Den- 
nie Osman and “ Bud” Smee, who 
live south of Harrisburg. 


Coroner Gibbons said his investi­ 
gation indicated that the Osman 
youth was driving the car. One re­ 
port he had received, he said, was 
that a tire on the auto blew out 
and that the car left the highway 
and overturned.

LONDON <r.P) — The United 
States and Britain urged Russia in 
secret behind-the-scenes talks to­ 
day to support Western efforts to 
arrange a quick settlement of the 
Suez crisis. 
There appeared to be little pros­ 
pect that Russia would agree. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles met Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter D. T. Shepilov at the Russian 
embassy early 
today, 
and two 
hours later Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd arrived at the embassy 
to lunch with 
the bushy-haired 
Russian.

Shepilov. Dulles and Lloyd huddled 
with

Today’s meeting was the second 
time in three days that Dulles and 
the shaggy Russian had conferred 
privately.

Shepilov’s conference 
speech on 
Suez, which British sources said 
amounted to outright “rejection of 
Western plans.” 
American 
spokesmen 
agreed 
that the Shepilov speech left only 
“ slight 
room” 
for 
agreement 
France alone among the Western 
Big Three considered the situation 
hopeful, 
arguing 
that Shehpilov 
had at least “ left the door open” 
for a possible compromise. 
Russia has made it clear from 
the start that its only reason for 
sending 
a representative 
to the 
Suez conference was to try to per- 
sude 
it 
to acc°p. 
the 
Soviet- 
Egyptian plan for an expanded 
meeting later this year. 
Even as Dulles and Lloyd tried 
to persuade Shepilov to cooperate, 
Radio Moscow was reemphasizing 
Russias’ demand for a “wider, 
more representative conference.” 
“Obviously, without the partici 
pation of Egypt and other coun­ 
tries not represented at the Lon­ 
don conference, it is unthinkable 
that a concrete settlement of these 
problems can be peached,” 
the 
broadcast said.

to recruit “resistance battalions,” 
possibly including foreign “volun- ; 
leers,” in its cities and towns to

He said he did not believe the 
chief function of the vice presi­ 
dent was to be a “ political sharp­ 
shooter” or to provide “the smear 
under the protection of the Presi­ 
dent’s smile.”

remarks

aimed at Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon although Kefauver did 
not mention Nixon by name. 
Top party strategists, it

rejected the idea. 
Kefauver promised the conven­ 
tion hat he would join Stevenson

A mighty roar of approval went 
up in convention hall Friday night 
every time the youthful senator 
with the shy grin was called for­ 
ward for introduction, or was men­ 
tioned by a speaker. 
The delegates had showed their 
esteem for him in an even more 
telling way a few hours earlier, 
when he polled 646 votes—just 404* 
short of the necessary m ajority- 
before the vote-switching began (rn 
the second ballot for vice president 
Backed By South 
j 
Much of Kennedy’s support for 
vice president cam e from Southern 
delegations—a fact which repudi­ 
ated an “ axiom” which politicians 
have generally accepted for the 
past 28 years. 
The axiom was that the Demo­ 
crats could not afford to nominate 
a Catholic candidate, because he 
would be unacceptable to the South. 
It w as based on the defeat of Al­ 
fred E. Smith, the only Catholic 
ever 
nominated 
for 
president 
Smith ran on the Democratic ticket 
in 1928 and lost to Herbert Hoover 
when several “ solid South” states 
went Republican. 
Kennedy is a Catholic, and the 
enthusiastic backing he got from 
Southerners at this convention bore 
j out the findings of sociologists and 
public opinion p o rte rs who pre- 


I viousiy have reported a sharp (lo­ 
ci inc in anti-Catholicism in the 
I South in recent years. 
In The Spotlight 
Kennedy, son of millionaire Jo- 
P. Kennedy, form er ambas­ 
sador to England, held the spot­ 
light for three consecutive days at 
the Democratic convention. 
He 
narrated the Democrats* documen­ 
tary film, “ Pursuit of Happiness,** 
at the first night session. The next 
day he placed Adlai E. Stevenson 
in nomination. 
Kennedy, a form er Navy lieu­ 
tenant was wounded when his PT 
boat was blown up by the Japs in 
World V\ar ll, has had a fast rise 
in politics. 
After he got out of the Navy, 
the congressional seat held by for­ 
m er Rep. Jam es M. Curley (D— 
Mass) was open and Kennedy step­ 
ped up and won it. In 1962, ha 
upset popular Republican Henry 
Cabot Lodge for the U.S. Senate. 
Kennedy is fast becoming a vet­ 
eran politician.
